“They could hoist those beams 
better with a helicopter.” 

“How much paint do ya suppose 
it would take to paint it?” 

And so the speculation goes. 

Answers to some of the ques- 
tions posed by interested bystand- 
ers are thoughtfully provided on a 
“bulletin board” adjoining the 
tower lot. 

The ultimate height—1,062 feet 
-~is only a little less than that of 
the Empire State Building. 
tower is anchored just 14 feet un- 
derground, with 284,000 pounds of 
concrete. And, to answer another 
question above, it will take 125 
gallons of paint for one coat. 

The tower actually is a steel 
triangle, each side of which is 14 
feet long. At the top of the tower, 
the sides will be eight feet in 
length. And there'll be a 10,000- 
watt light on top.

Some buds 
are unfolding already, due to 
the Winterless weather we have 
enjoyed to date. 

It’s too early to be putting 
in flower seed, but many beau- 
tiful shrubs and hedge plants 
can be transplanted now. We 
have been emphatically remind- 
ed by several estimable ladies 
of our acquaintance that inter- 
est is still intense in flower ar- 
rangements. They ar indubita- 
bly a by-product of gardening 
—or of a visit to the florist 
shop. But until we learn more 
about this popular competitive 
sport from our talented sister- 
in-law, who has had wider and 
more exciting experience in this 
Elysian field, we prefer to leave 
this not yet exact science to 
those whose appraising eyes are 
more definitely attuned to art 
rather than to caricature. 

We hope we shall never stick 
our scrawny neck out in an at- 
tempt to tell you how you 
should arrange your flowers or 
how you should prepare your 
vegetables after you have had 
the satisfaction that comes of 
raising them. 


Flowering Bulbs 
Withstand Cold 


Gardeners always wonder if 
their Spring flowering bulbs 
will suffer from low tempera- 
tures even when the growth is 
green and well above the sur- 
face of the ground. There is no 
need to be concerned about 
these plants for they are used 
to much colder conditions than 
we have here in the Southland 


and can stand much cold 
weather. 

It is the natural growth char- 
acteristic of Dutch Iris, \-adon- 
na Lilies, Daffodils, Hyacinths 
and the earlier garden lilies to 
develop some of their early fo- 
liage growth during the Fall 
and Winter months, which indi- 
cates that they are naturally tol- 
erant to a certain amount of 
cold. Occasionally you might 
find a féw leaf tips a little frost- 
bitten, but this will not injure 
the flower bud, which ‘8s secure- 
ly protected underneath the sur- 
face of the soil. 


LET US SPRAY 


Boxwood Leaf 
Insects Can 
Be Killed 


Garden Club members and 
owners of valuable trees and 
hedges are warned that now is 
the time to control leaf eaters, 
scale insects and certain fungus 
diseases by the simple method 
of dormant spraying before the 
leaves start to unfold. 

Dormant spraying is one of 
the neglected safeguards for the 
health of the nation’s shade 
trees, says Martin L. Davey, Jr., 
President of the Davey Tree 
Expert Company, who suggests 
immediate action during the 
next three weeks spraying 
trunks and limbs with special 
oil preparations designed to de- 
stroy scale infestations. 

Tree owners are cautioned to 
spray only when the tempera- 
ture is above 40 degrees and to 
follow directions given by the 
manufacturers of their favorite 
spray material. 

W. L. Monroe, Atlanta nur- 
sery authority, advises all own- 
ers of valuable boxwoods to 
spray at once with DDT 25 
percent emulsifiable mixed well 
at a ratio of one quart to 13 
gallons of water. This treat- 
ment, he says, will eradicate 
tiny insects which threaten to 
destroy our fine Southern box- 
woods. 

A simple hand spray is recom- 
mended. Boxwoods should be 
inspected at once. Spray before 
the insects emerge from the 
swollen leaves and again when 
the flying insects are detected. 
Rain will wash away the poison, 
so that sprayings must be re- 
peated until the menace has 
passed. 


Loosened Soil Best 


There are many types of soil 
in Fulton County and good old 
red clay seems most prevalent. 
Flowers and vegetables do their 
best in loose soil that has been 
plowed or spaded to a depth 
of at least 18 inches.

To Gardening 


Every backyard garden will 
attract a certain number of 
birds, unless that backyard is 
presided over by the family cat. 

Experience has taught us that 
birds and cats do not mix well 
—unless the bird is inside the 
cat. 

Many gardens include orna- 
mental bird baths and feeders 
for the many types of birds who 
make Atlanta their year-round 
home. 

Boy Scouts and boys who are 
not Scouts may be interested at 
this season of the year in mak- 
ing bird houses to set up in 
their yards: to attract their 
feathered friends. The public 
library should have books to tell 
the exact type of huuse that 
should be built to lure the de- 
sired type of bird. The Nation- 
al Audubon Society, 1006 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, N. Y., has a 
fund of valuable information 
which will help in the building 
of better bird houses. 

An important item to remem- 
ber is to make the entrance at 
the top rather than at the bot- 
tom of the bird house wall and 
to keep it small. Wrens and 
bluebirds require an entrance 
about the size of a quarter so 
that larger. birds will not be 
able to annoy them. 

Bird houses should ~e made 
of wood. Tin cans may seem 
more convenient, but the metal 
will heat under the hot sun and 
woe unto the birds who have 
taken up residence. The young 
birds will be baked.

Treating Shrubs 


For Frost Bite 


Most of our shrubs are adapt- 
ed to our Winter conditions and 
therefore do not need any spe- 
cial handling or protection. 
However, there are a few like 
the gardenia that might get 
frostbitten when exposed to 
constant cold winds during the 
extremely low temperature pe- 
riods. 

If there is any doubt in your 
mind as to whether or not a 
plant has been hurt by the cold, 
the best thing to do is to drench 
the top thoroughly with cold wa- 
ter from the hose in the morning 
before the sun has a chance to 
thaw out the plants. In this 
case it is not the cold that does 
the great damage, but it is the 
sudden warming up by the sun 
that is the greatest factor in 
winter injury. Thus a gradual! 
thawing out with the cold water 
spray is the best measure in 
preventing undue injury. Those 
who have houseplants 4hat are 
suspected of being frostbitten 
when carried overnight on a cold 
porch might treat them in the 
same manner.

Clubwomen Conduct Survey 
On Heart Disease in State 


By MRS. ALTON P. HALEY, of Lavonia, 
State Health Chairman for Georgia Federation of Woman’s Clubs 


To assist Georgia’s Heart Association 


in ‘its fight 


against heart disease, the nation’s “No. 1 killer,” Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs is conducting a survey to 
learn what facilities are available in Georgia for the con- 
valescent care of children with rheumatic heart disease, 
which results from rheumatic fever. 


Information and forms for con- 
ducting the survey were sent to 
presidents of federated clubs, 
with the request that they se 
cure the necessary information 
to complete the forms, forward- 
ing them to their District Public 
Welfare Chairmen. 

This project will serve to alert 
the people of Georgia to the tre- 
mendous destructiveness of heart 
disease and the information will 
give the Georgia Heart Associa- 
tion a better picture of existing 
needs and to enable more intelli- 
gently to meet those needs. 

Consider these sober facts, 
Rheumatic Fever afd Rheumatic 
Heart Disease responsible for al- 
most five times as many deaths 
as polio, whooping cough, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, measies and 
cerebrospinal menengitis com- 


‘bined. Of those who survive, a 


large percentage are left with 
serious physical disabilities. 

Rheumatic Fever is a disease 
that generally strikes children 
between the ages of five and ten 
years. More often than not it 
leads to Rheumatic Heart Disease 
by doing permanent damage to 
the heart.

Child psychology is a big fea- 
ture of their magazine, accord- 
ing to Miss Ross, generally han-

Most industry leaders believe 
that even now they have barely 
scratched the surface. They point 
out that as late as last Summer 
only one grocer in four was stock- 
ing frozen’ fruit juices. Getting 
the other grocers to install refrig- 
eration equipment—and add this 
fast-turnover merchandise to their 
qounters would further hike the 
industry’s sales. 


In addition, other products can 
be processed by the same 
vacuum meéthod. Already frozen 
grape juice and frozen grapefruit 
juice are hitting the market and 
frozen apple juice is expected to 
appear soon. 

Biggest potential is in milk. So 
far the technical problems have 
not been worked out. But when 
and if are, a whole new hori- 
zon will opened both for the 
juice freezing companies and for 
Southern dairy farmers. 


Biggest immediate benefit of the 
freezing industry has been to snap 
the Florida citrus belt out of its 
doldrums. Burdened by overpro- 
duction both in Florida and the 
Western States, orange prices sank 
to prewar levels in 1948. Many 
gtfowers were ready to throw in 
the towel. 


These same growers, who two 
years ago were often unable to 
find buyers for their groves, are 
now getting $1,000 an acre and 
more if they are willing to sell. 


Quick-freezing of juice concen- 
trate is the second major process- 
ing development to boost the 
State’s orange market in the past 
two decades. — 

Until about 15 years ago prac- 
tically all oranges reached consum- 
ers as raw fruit. But then can- 


ining techniques were improved, 


and much of the crop began to be 
used as canned juice. 


U. S. sales of single-strength 
canned orange juice increased 
from 1,500,000 cases in 1939 to 
more than 20,000,000 cases in 1947. 


Though sales shot upward, 
many consumers still felt that the 
fresh fruit taste was lost in the 
canning process. The big advan- 
tages of the frozen concentrate 
are (1) it tastes almost like fresh 
juice, and (2) it keeps all of its 
vitamins. 

The trick is done by “boiling 
off” the excess water under a 
vacuum at relatively low temper- 
atures and then quick-freezing the 
resulting concentrate. When the 
consumer adds the water back he 
has a drink that is almost identi- 
cal with freshly squeezed juice. 


In recent years roughly half of 
Florida’s orange production has 
been bought by processors, This 
season, processors—both canners 
and freezers—took 16,000,000 of 
the 27,000,000 boxes of oranges 
brought to the market by Feb. 1. 

In 1949 the freezers used about 
one-sixth of the State’s cntire or- 
ange production. Conservative 
forecasters estimate that at least 
one-third of this year’s crop will 


be frozen. 


The only cloud on the horizon 
is the danger that the industry 
may price some consumers out of 
the market. Raw fruit prices have 
skyrocketed. Farmers are getting 
two to three times as much per 
box as last year. 


The real test will come when 
this fruit hits the consuming mar- 
kets. Higher prices for fruit 
means higher prices to consumers 
and the effect on consumption re- 
mains to be seen. 


Opinions as to the effect on 
canned orange juice and fresh 
fruit are highly varied. Some fee! 
that gains in the frozen product 
will be at the expense of canned 
juice while others expect a de 
cline in marketings of the fresh 
product, 


Most hopeful prospect is that 


‘ifrozen juice will increase the to- 


tal consumption of oranges. One 
thing is certain: this happy solu- 
tion will not materialize unless 
prices stabilize at a point where 
oranges in any form will be com- 
petitive with other foods battling 
for their share of the consumer 
dollar.

Egg. Meat Price Drop 
Cuts Food Cost 1.1 Pct. 


Lower prices for eggs, meats, poultry and fish caused re- 
tail food prices in Atlanta to decline 1.1 percent during Janu- 
ary, Brunswick A. Bagdon, Regional Director in Atlanta for 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, revealed yesterday. 


On last Jan. 15, Bagdon said 
the Retail Food Price Index for 
Atlanta: stood at 192.5, or 4.8 per- 
cent below prices in January, 
1949, but 36.5 percent above the 
level of June, 1946, and 108.1 per- 
cent higher than in August, 1939. 
In this index, 100 equals the price 
level between 1935 and 1939. 

This downward trene in At- 
lanta during January was 
fourth consecutive month of de- 
clining food prices here. During 
the same period, the range of de- 
clines in retail food prices in 
Southern cities varied from three- 
tenths of one percent in Little 
Rock to 2.7 percent in Winston- 
Salem. 

In Atlanta, on Jan. 15, the fol- 
lowing declines were noted: Eggs, 
11 percent lower than in Decem- 
ber; meats, poultry and fish, as a 
group, 4.8 percent lower than in 
December; chicken, down 23.5 per- 
cent: pork, down 2.9 percent, and 
fractfonally lower prices in sugars, 
sweets and dairy products.

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Labor's ‘Unhappy Position 


The magnitude of the Labor Party’s 
unhappy position in Britain is told in the 
election figures. 

With returns from five districts to be 
counted tomorrow, the Labor Party holds 
a majority of only two seats in Commons. 
In the last Parliament its majority was 
a thumping 148. 

Two seats, or even seven or 10 seats, is 
not sufficient majority to keep the Govern- 
ment in power when crucial issues come 
up. There always are a few absentees and 
recalcitrants who refuse to follow the 
party line. That is why Prime Minister 
Attlee’s Government may fall at any time, 
making new elections necessary. Under 
the British system the Parliament is 
elected for a five-year term but when- 
ever the Government fails to obtain a 
‘vote of confidence in Commons new elec- 
tions are in order. There are 625 seats 
in Commons. With the five districts yet 
to be counted, the Labor Party holds 314. 
Even if it won all those seats it still 
would be in an extremely precarious, posi- 
tion. A majority of 60 is necessary for 
effective control. 

Socialism has been stopped in its 
tracks. The Labor Party’s poor showing 
is a far cry from the 100 or more majcrity 
it hoped for and the minimum of 60 ‘it 
expected to get. To that extent and con- 


sidering the great loss Labor incurred 
from the last Parliament, the election was 
a victory for the Conservatives. 

‘The Conservatives and Laborites both 
will attempt to time a crucial confidence 
vote, and new elections, at an advanta- 
geous time. The Conservatives may want 
to delay ‘the break for several months, 
waiting for the full effects of devaluation, 
which is sending the cost of living up, to 
sift down to all elements of the popula- 
tion. 
Further nationalization is, of course, 
out. It is difficult to see how the Labor- 
ites can proceed with nationalization of 
the steel industry. Legislation for this 
already has passed, but the effective date 
postponed until after elections. Labor 


was hoping for a mandate to continue 


with steel and intended for sugar, cement, 
water, chemicals and life insurance to be 
nationalized next.

Russell of 
Georgia put it, were moved to a great de- 
gree by “fear felt by people everywhere 
of too much government and loss of their 
liberties. It should be a warning here.” 


Not a Commie Front--Not Yet 


We are in receipt of a letter from a 
gentleman who says he is in receipt of a 
letter inviting him to be one of the spon- 
sors for a Southwide conference on dis- 
crimination in higher education to be held 
in. Atlanta on April 8. 


The letter, he. says, was signed by 
James A. Dombrowski, director. 

“What I want to know,” he asks, “is it 
a Communist front organization?” 


Our answer to that is, not yet, but 
many of those in it and Mr. Dombrowski, 
himself, have been connected, in promi- 
nent positions, with organizations so iden- 
tified. 

The “Southern Conference Educational 
Fund” is, in a sense, a reorganization of 
the now defunct “Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare,” which started well, 
with good people in it, and was taken 
over by the commies soon after. Indeed, 
its. opening meeting was fouled up by 
them. 

James A. Dombrowski was one of the 
last executives of the Southern Confer- 
ence for Human Welfare, which seemed 
to many to exist merely for the purpose 
of: dividing and confusing Southerners 
who were trying to be progressive. Com- 
munists were active in it and the Con- 
gress declared it to be a Communist front 
organization. We think the designation 
was correct. All the known Southern 
Communists were active in it and many 
of them held official positions. It never, 
insofar as the record is revealed, con- 
tributed to anybody’s welfare save those 
who drew salaries from it.

It was this lack of money which brought about the first break 
in the Communist system. Lenin himself had to establish a hated 
monetary system. Even in noncapitalistic Russia men work for 
money and what it will buy. What they actually have in Russia 
in the way of a system is a socialist-capitalist system insofar. as 
production and wages are concerned. 


Incentive They work on the piece scale system—the better a 
man can work the more he can earn. They have 
been much too smart to destroy the incentive the man or 
has who wants to develop a skill so as to earn more. What we 
have done in many industries is pulled all the better workers down 
to the level of the mediocre. The result has been bad. There is 
no way getting around it. When the better worker, in whatever 
field, could not longer translate his skill into gainful return for it, 
he lost all pride in his skill and, largely, in himsef. 


The Russians, having discovered human nature, gave it free rein. 
The worker who can turn out the most parts, set the most type, 
dig the most coal, write the best article, book or poem, gets paid 
more than the men who turn out inferior or less work. 


Money All of us work for what money will buy. We try to 

pay for a little life insurancé so that our families will 
have some money if we die and leave them. We have social secu- 
rity written into our laws so that old persons may be assured of 
some money with which to eat and have a roof, 


Yet, there is a curious attitude about money. What we have 
done, of course, is confuse the word money with wealth and the 
abuses of the power wealth gives. When we speak or write of 
money, we think in terms of rich jewels, vaults, mink coats, huge 
homes, Hollywood salaries, big automobiles and so on. It is that, 
but that is its most superficial and harmful aspects. 


It is almost impossible for us to think of money in terms of 
what it is—a medium of exchange, and, even more important, a 
symbol of our country’s worth. When someone writes an article 
about the necessity for “sound money” there are suspicious eye- 
brows raised and there are those who ask, “Has he sold out to the 
big boys?” If a politician frets about deficit financing and speaks 
wistfully of the dangers of inflation, he is apt to be called a reac- 


tionary, or worse, a Republican. 
Wrecks I was thinking of all this when I worked at writing 
an article on the ancient Greek civilization. It was not 
until Athens, greatest of the Greek city-states, and mother of the 
Greek arts and philosophers, began to have monetary troubles that 
her civilization began to decay. It is a little frightening to realize 
that at the time of Pericles, called “The Golden Age of -Pericles,” 
Greece actually was failing as a power, although her civilization 
had so much vitality it was to enable the Roman Empire to rise 
and flourish and was to extend itself on through. the ages into our 
very own time. Yet, at the time of the so-called “Golden Age” 
Greece was actually decadent and the strength of all her inde- 
pendent cities was decayed and dying. 


Fear The shores of history are strewn with the wreckage of 
nations which were strong and secure until the people 
began to be afraid of, and doubt, the government’s money. 


Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese Government is a case in point. It 
was corrupt. It was “held” by men who made it the instrument 
of their own profit and prevented any reform. Yet, even so, it 
might have lived and withstood the Communist advance had it ever 
been able to stabilize its money. It is correct to say the several 
new democratic countries set up after World War I passed into 
the hands of dictators and tyrants because of the many economic 
barriers erected. That’s true. But, boiled down, that means their 
money ceased to be a satisfactory medium of exchange. 

Dollar Today the American dollar is the most stable money in 

the world. Yet, we know it is inflated. It still is not 
questioned by the people generally. There are some experts in 
money who are worried. But the people generally are not. Not yet. 
There is the big problem of the Government. It can be boiled 
down to the dollar. The Communists force upon us the necessity 
for heavy expense. They would like to break down the dollar. If 
the people ever begin to doubt their insurance policies, their sav- 
ings accounts, their bonds, their annuities, their investments—and 
the purchasing value of the dollar, then will the nation really come 
upon evil days. 


Money is many things. It buys many things. But chiefly it is 
the, pulse of any government in that it is the only symbol which 
any government has which directly touches the lives of every citi- 
zen. A government is no sounder or stronger than its money.

A Real Lift From Rep. Davis 


Before Rep. James C. Davis leaped into the FEPC fray last week in Washing- 
ton, he had introduced a thoughtful bill intended to provide annuifies for widows 
of certain former Federal employees, who had, through the vagaries of chance, been 
left out of amendments providing for their protection by pension. 


Though this bill will offer the same modest aid to any other wives in the same 
category, the idea for it grew from the needs of a plucky widow in Atlanta whose husband, through 
wry circumstance, was the first President of the Civil Service Pension Plan group in the United States 
Government, and who died a few months before a law was passed providing a stipend for his and other 


widows. 

The life story of the woman whose appeal 
reached Rep. Davis’ ears reads like a thriller of 
‘the winning of the West. 

Elsie was the daughter of an old-fashioned 
Campbellite minister. Frank, the young civil engi- 
neer, was just back from Mexico, where he had 
been working for the old Guggenheim mining 
interests, when they were married in Denver. It 
was 1907. 

Two years later Frank was appointed to the 
United . States Government War Department in 
April, 1909, as an engineer “at large.” Those 
two words took them both into Hawaii, where 
his first assignment was to install the water sup- 
ply for what is now Schofield Barracks, 26 miles 
from Honolulu. 


Their first real home was a two-room 
shack of corrugated iron which acted as a 
sounding board in the heavy Hawaiian rain. 
Plumbing, of course, was alfresco. They 
lived there for 18 months with two Portu- 
guese helpers and a Chinese Hawaffan cook. 
Groceries were brought by Army muleback 
from five miles away. 


The men of Civil Service always paid their 
Own rent. Available quarters went first to the 
Army and then to the Civil Service. It was 
there they had their first child, a daughter. 

Four years later they were sent back to Fort 
Worden, Port Townsend, Washington, and as al- 
ways, the husband’s fare was paid, but the trans- 
portation for his wife and family had to be spared 
out*of his own pocket. The Government did not 
defray such. expenses. | 

It was in Port Townsend that efforts were 
made to try to begin a pension plan, and Frank 
was the leader. He was the first President of 
the group, staying after hours to formulate the 
push for a Civil Service plan which was finally 
adopted by Congress and employees paid two 
percent of their salary toward retirement. 

It was raised later to three percent and is now 
higher. 

There were seven years that followed in the

Panama Zone, with two little daughters by then 
learning Spanish and Panama ways. 


The family was sent to New York and finally 
came to Atlanta, where Frank was Superintend- 
ent of Construction for the old Fourth Corps Area. 

After 30 years of service he put away his tri- 
angle, T-square and drawing pen... not because 
he was through with them, but because he had 
suffered a stroke of paralysis. 


It was just four months before the Ram- 
speck Bill became effective whereby he could 
have taken a less amount of pension and per- 
mitted his widow to receive one-half of it to 
continue after his death, and the law was not 
retroactive. 


Five years later, after endless months of in- 
validism, with his wife attending him constantly, 
Frank died only three months before the Cha- 
vez-Langer Bill was passed providing that he or 
any annuitant could have taken a 25 percent 
increase in pénsion or keep it as it was and let 
the 25 percent remain in the fund for his widow 
to receive half of it at his death. 

The first appeals of the Atlanta woman went 
to Sen. William Langer, author of the Chavez- 
Langer Bill, who answered that his law did not 
include widows of annuitants whose death oc- 
curred prior to the date noted because “it would 
be difficult to determine the number of eligible 
widows and it would add to the cost of the bill.” 

The Chairman on Civil Service later con- 
firmed that attitude. “It would be hard to look 
up the records,” he indicated, “and it would cost 
money.” 

In a time of world spending, Rep. Davis chal- 
lenged that penury of thought. Convinced that 
this was no request for dole, but an earned secu- 
rity, he has undertaken to relieve the situation. 

In the big, loud issues of Capitol Hill, this con- 
cern for a small constituent is apt to receive 
little recognition, but there are many gray-haired 
women who were “Uncle Sam’s daughters-in-law” 
all over America, who will be grateful for Davis’ 
concern. 


The Legislature Is Expensive 


Delving into the costs of operating Georgia’s General Assembly reveals imme- 
diately that such doings are expensive. Just how expensive isn’t 100 percent es- 
tablished in the case of the recent session, for the financial dust raised by the 
lawmakers hasn't completely settled on the ledgers of the State Treasury. It is 
possible, however, to establish an approximation of what it costs for the boys to 


convene in the capital city. 


Figures on the latest gathering are fairly well established as far as the 


principal outlays are concerned, though there is No breakdown other than that which might be im- 


pending in the case of individual taxpayers. 


The 29-day session that has just adjourned 
met varied reactions among the tax-toters. Some, 
such as Gov. Talmadge, feel they indeed have se- 
cured their money’s worth.’ Others, including all 
announced oppoitition to the incumbent in the im- 
pending hustling on the. hustings, aren't so sure. 


The recent session of the General Assem- 
bly cost at least $4,110 per day in salaries 
alone. This figure embraces salaries of Sena- 
ters, Representatives, elective officers, only, 
and does not include any of the large num. 
bers of pages, doorkeepers, and other at- 
taches. 


The $4,110 represents per diem payments in 
the form of $15-a-day salaries to 54 Senators and 
Represen Also in the total is amounts 
paid the Clerk of the House, $70 per day; Sec- 
retary of the Senate, $60 per days (these gentle- 
men have to pay their aides); two head doorkeep- 
a postmistress, ‘and the Sen- 

ate Chaplain. l of the last named collect $15 
per diem, the*same as Senators and Representa- 


ves. .

The next 
year we find the State had dipped into this 
source of income, to the tune of $113,660.87. The 
State now is dragging in approximately $4, 
000,000 per month from the gasoline tax. Some 
of this goes out in the form of refunds to 
farmers. 

Despite the comparative sparsity of gasoline- 
tax income in 1921, Georgia collected $1,702,- 
103.59 from sale of automobile tags. In those 
days the lowest-priced tag went for about $7, 
and that for the Model-T.

George Works Out 
Suitable Oleo Bill 


WASHINGTON—After being stalled in con- 
ference for more than three weeks, GeorgTa’s 
senior Senator, Walter F. George, has finally suc- 

ceeded in working out a satisfactory agreement on the Oleo Tax 
Repeal Bill which represents a major defeat for the dairy lobby 
and a victory for American housewives. He served as Chairman 
of the Conference Committee named to work out differences” in 
the bills as. passed by the House and Senate. 

Sen. George was able to persuade the conferees to throw out 
an objectionable amendment to the bill as passed by the Senate, 
which would have required manufacturers of colored oleomar- 
garine to put the product out in triangular blocks—a requirement 
that would have been costly to manufacturers in installing new 
machinery. Restaurants, however, which serve oleo in lieu of 
butter, would have to supply i to customers in triangular pats. 
The bill, when finally signed by the President, is expected to be 
a boon to the Southern cottonseed industry, since oleo is largely 
a product of such vegetable oils. 


. In the hope of having the institution 
Augusta Hosptial turned over to the University of Georgia 
Medical School, Sen. George has asked Secretary of Defense John- 
son to postpone a decision on the ultimate disposition of the Army 
General Hospital at Augusta until after the adjournment of Con- 
gress. No longer needing the facilities of the $7,000,000 hospital in 
connection with Camp Gordon, the Army has ordered it deac- 
tivated. 

The Georgia Senator is planning to lay the matter before Gov. 
Talmadge and other State officials with a view to having the State 
take over the institution—at little or no cost. He believes it would 
be a distinct asset to the University Medical ‘School. Edgar B. 
Dunlap, well-known Gainesville attorney and prominent Legion- 
naire, has been in Washington assisting the city of Augusta in its 
efforts to save the hospital from abandonment. 

With Georgia delegation members in the fore- 


F EPC Victory front of the fight, Southern Democrats won a 
notable victory in the House Thursday by beating -down Admin- 
istration efforts to put through an ironclad Federal Employment 
Fair Practices Act. By teaming up with enough opposing Re- 
publicans, the Southerners, voting almost solidly, were able to seize 
control of the House and forte through a meaningless substitute 
which took all the teeth out of the original bill. 

In the spirited filibuster which preceded the final vote, two 
Georgia members took a leading part—Rep. Eugene Cox, of Ca- 
milla, and Rep. James C. Davis, of the Atlanta District. Judge Cox 
set off the filibuster by offering a motion to adjourn “out of re- 
spect to the memory of George Washington,” whose birthday anni- 
versary marked the beginning of-the debate. After that the House 
was peppered with similar motions to adjourn and quorum calls 
throughout 15 hours of continuous session until the toothless sub- 
stitute measure was adopted. During the harangue, Rep Davis 
served as assistant floor leader of the Southern forces, a position 
to which he had been named by an @arlier caucus of Dixie mem- 
bers, with Rep. Howard Smith, of Virginia, as the leader. Davis 
showed a keen knowledge of House parliamentary procedure by 
taking advantage of every opening to force delaying roll calls and 
record votes. 

Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, making his first appearance on 
the floor since his recent illness, delivered. one of the most force- 
ful arguments against the FEPC Bill heard in the course of debate. 
He denounced it as a measure that raised “grave constitutional 
doubts,” and declared it was impossible to conceive of a bill “which 
would so completely deter, burden, confuse, befuddle, add untold 
costs to, and even destroy American business and the American 
way of life.” 

At one stage of the debate, Judge Cox broke into the pre- 
ceedings to say that, “I would not pay the price to go to heaven 
that the supporters of this monstrous fraud are paying te stay 
in Congress.” He charged that it was a weapon “aimed directly 
at the heart of the institution of private ownership.” 

Georgia members would have preferred to defeat the bill outright, 
but will be content to sée it go to the Senate for final action’ in 
the substitute form adopted, since it does nothing more than set 
up an FEPC agency to investigate discrimination in employment 
and encourage employers to avoid it, without power to enforce 
anything. 


’ It will now fall to the lot of Sen. Richard B. 
Russell s Job Russell to take up where the Southerners left 
off in the House. By unanimous action of his Dixie colleagues, 
the Georgia Senator has again been chosen as floor leader of 
Southern Democrats in the fight to prevent an FEPC bill from 
passing the Upper, Chamber. — 

The Georgia Senator did not want the responsibility of leading 
the fight and had asked to be excused. But his colleagues in- 
sisted, recalling the effective job he did in a similar capacity at 
the last session when a Southern-led Yilibuster beat down efforts 
to put through other civil rights bills. After hearing a half dozen 
Senators praise him in caucus for his past performance, Russell 
consented to serve again. od 

Incidentally, Sen. Russell is chagrined to find that an organized 
penny post card campaign has stolen the thunder from the main 
speech he was prepared to deliver at the opening of the FEPC 
fight when the bill comes up in the Senate, probably around the 
middle of next month. Members of Congress have been flooded 
with post cards bearing this message: “The best argument against 
Mr. Truman’s FEPC is in his own blast against a well-known 
columnist—‘No so-and-so is going to tell me who to hire or fire.’” 

Sen. Russell had planned to take the President’s blast as the text 
for his main argument against the bill. Nothing, he says, could 
better reflect the attitude of those opposed to the legislation—the 
right to hire and fire persons without intervention of any Govern- 
ment agency. He will probably use it yet, but feels that some of 
the thunder has been taken out by the post card campaign. It 
should be a good speech, anyway.

Folks feel that Bob Nixon is 
especially qualified to have his 
say about political matters per- 
taining to Mr. Truman and the 
South. 

Bob is a native Georgian. He 
covers Mr. Truman day and 
night for International News 
Service, and heads the White 
House Correspondents’ Associ4- 
tiony 

POLITICAL LINES — Nixon 
explained Mr. Truman’s atti- 
tude toward the South in this 
fashion: 

“After all, let’s face it. The 
South no longer controls the 
Democratic Party. 

“The Democrats, as was clear- 
ly shown in the last presidential 
election, peg their victory plans 
now on votes from the farms, 
from labor and from what we 
might call the ‘minority groups.’ ”’ 


He indicated that the Presi- 
dent is convinced that his 
party can win an election with- 
out help from the one-time 
Solid South. Nixon, who cov- 
ered a considerable stretch of 
the late President Roosevelt's 
regime, recalled that this state 
of affairs should not be laid 
at Mr. Truman’s doorstep. 


The White House writer ex- 
plained that Dixie politely 
yielded its grip on party affairs 
by agreeing dtring the Roose- 
velt reign to abolish the two- 
third voting rule. The South 
always had relied upon the two- 
thirds rule for its strong voice 
in Democratic policy. 


BASIC ATTITUDE — Nixon 
feels that, beside the practical 
political considerations involved, 
Mr. Truman does not know—nor 
care too much—how Southern- 
ers feel. 

This is especially true as far 
as the administration’s proposals 
for a Fair Employment (FEPC) 
Law and similar statutes are 
concerned. 


Nixon pointed out that Mr. 
Truman was not reared in the 
so-called “Southern tradition.” 
Kansas City attitudes are con- 
siderably removed, for exam- 
ple, from the plantation life 
of Mississippi. 

These factors, in the White 
House writer’s opinion, account 
for the President’s obvious de- 
termination to continue his de- 
mands fot FEPC and other leg- 
islation despised in Dixie. 


NO TRUCE — As far as the 
split between the present Demo- 


cratic leadership and the States’ 


Rights faction is concerned, 
Nixon thinks: 

“Those differences now seem 
to be irreconciliable as far as 
the President is concerned.” 

He pointed out Mr. Truman’s 
harsh reply to a recent question 
concerning the South Carolina 
gubernatorial candidacy of 
James F. Byrnes, former Secre- 
of State. Nixon explained: 

“It is the belief in Washing- 
ton that Mr. Byrnes will be- 
come the top leader of the 
States’ Rights movement.”

Admitting that he would be

Calhoun was born on the South Carolina frontier in 
1782, brought up as.a lonely, self-reliant, hard-working 
vouth, and educated at Yale and the Litchfield Law School. 
With his election in 1807 to the seat his Indian-fighting 
father had occupied in the State Legislature, he was 
launched on his fiery political career. 

Thomas Jefferson’s “spiritual 
heir,” he learned in college that 
secession was, if n>t possible, 
at least legal; and in his own 


State he devised a compromise 
of conflicting tidewater and hill- 
country problems that would be 
a valuable lesson in the larger 
issues in which he played a 
major role in Washington as 
Senator, Secretary of War, Sec- 


retary of State and Vice Presi- 
dent. At various times he had 
a hand in the War of 1812, 
United States Bank matters, tar- 
iffs, Seminole warfare in Flor- 
ida, the Missouri Compromise, 
the annexation of Texas, the 
Oregon question and the war 
with Mexico. 

But Calhoun’s assured place 
in history is due to his involve-

With Your Husband (Or Wife) If You Had to Decide?

N AMBULANCE stopped beside the wait- 
A ing plane. Passengers on the giant Paris- 

to-Tunis (No. Africa) airliner watched— 
some with sympathy, others merely with curi- 
osity. 

Ambulance attendants carried their burden 
cautiously. The woman on the stretcher was 
pale-faced but alert—and eager to be on her way. 
Straps held her securely so, no matter how 
bumpy the travel might become, she wouldn't 
be too uncomfortable. 

Happiness shone on the face of Felix Haik, 
prominent businessman of French North Africa, 
as he reached down to pat his wife’s hand. He 
had taken Anna to Paris a few weeks earlier 
for a serious operation. Now they were going 
home where rest and the sight of her children 
would make her well again. 

When these late arrivals were settled aboard 
the plane it took off, soaring over Paris and 
rapidly leaving the city behind. The pleasant 
hum of conversation that gathered volume as 
they zoomed along suddenly -was halted by the 
flashing of a sign: “Fasten your safety belts.” 

No one knew exactly what happened next but 
the plane hurtled crazily to the ground, its giant 
nose striking the earth with such an impact that 
it was caved in, killing all of the crew, except 
the steward. 

Felix Haik crawled to the spot where Anna’s 
stretcher had been tossed. He bent anxiously 
over her and .paid little heed when the steward 

rabbed an ax and hacked an opening in the 
uselage. If they worked quickly the passengers 
could be, saved before the wreckage burst into 
flames—that is, all but one of them could be 
saved. e 

There was no hope of getting Anna Haik out 
of her place in the forepart of the plane. She 
lay very still now and her husband didn’t move 
from her side. The steward urged Felix to 
hurry and save himself, but without taking his 
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eyes from his wife’s face he merely shook his 
head. As the last passenger dragged himself to 
safety he looked back to see the flames licking 
Felix Haik’s clothes. 

In this moment of tragedy Felix may have 
thought of the three children who would lose 
both mother and father, but love for Anna pre- 
vailed. He sat quietly waiting while the flames 
claimed them both. 

What would you have done had you been in 
Felix Haik’s place? 

The American Weekly has asked that ques- 
tion before, in similar.cases where instant de- 
cisions between life and death had to be made. 

There was the case of Hannah Louise Meyers, 
wife of John Arthur Meyers and mother of three 
chifdren. This Kansas City family had gone 
picnicking on the banks of the Blue River. 

The two older children and their father went 
for a swim, although none of them was expert in 
the art. Mrs. Meyers, who was a good swimmer, 
followed later with the baby but stayed near 
the bank. 

She watched her husband as he headed for 
a half-submerged tree but felt no concern. Sud- 
denly she heard a cry for help and saw his wav- 
ing arms not far from his goal. 

“I’m coming, Johnny,” she cried as she set 
the baby on a small dock and called to her nine- 
year-old son to watch him. 

Hannah started after her husband but looked 
back for an instant. She saw her baby toppling 
into the water. 

‘That terrible moment of decision seemed like 
a hundred years,” she said afterwards. “I knew 
I could not save both my husband and my baby. 
Suddenly I was swimming back to my child.” 

John Meyers was drowned. | 

“For the rest of my life,” Mrs. Meyers told 
her friends, “I'll keep wondering: ‘Did I do 
right?’”’

EORGE A. FULLER, head of the huge 
G construction company bearing his name, 
used to tell his friends: 

“I'm a skyscraper man. Where you see a 
vacant lot or a hole in the ground, I see steel 
skeletons going up 20, 30, 50 stories in the air 
with people working and living in the clouds. 
I'm looking for men who can see the things I 
see—and for one man in particular who can see 
even higher and farther than I can.” 

That was his recurrent declaration in the 
1880s as New York became conscious that it 
would have to grow up instead of out to accom- 
modate the millions of humans that would soon 
make it the greatest city in the world. 

George A. Fuller found his farseeing man in 
1894—and from the association grew a series of 
family heartbreaks and tragedies that will live 
in the financial and social history of New York 
long after the demolition of the last of the 
structures built by Fuller. 

While George Fuller was erecting his first 
skyscrapers—the term then applied to any build- 
ing with steel ribs and more than 10 floors in 
height—Harry St. Francis Black was becoming

It was inevitable that young Black and Fuller 
should meet in New York, then the construction 
capital of the world. George Fuller wasn’t im- 
pressed by the stocky youth at first. 

“T’d been thinking of my man in skyscraper 
terms,” Fuller said later. ‘“‘And in Harry’l got 
what looked like a one-story and a basement.” 


WAT Harry Black lacked in stature he made 
up in personality and persuasiveness. There 
is no record that he won renown as a construc- 
tion engineer but even his rivals recognized his 
ability as a business getter for the Fuller firm. 
With every contract he landed, Black moved 
another step upward in the organization until he 
shared responsibility with the president. 

Young Black was making progress socially, 
too. He became a frequent and welcome visitor 
in the home of his boss, especially when pretty 
Allon Fuller was in her father’s house. Harry 
Black’s dynamic personality scared off the other 
suitors and Miss Fuller, only 17, was impressed 
by. the attention she got from the self-made man 
nearly twice her age. And she was impressed, 
too, by her father’s prophecy: 

“Harry Black will be the biggest man in the 
business some day.” 

George Fuller smiled on the courtship and 
gave his blessing when the marriage took place 
and his right hand man became his son-in-law. 
It was an important, and final step, towards 
retirement for the Skyscraper Man. But before 
Ate-could take full advantage of his wealth and 
his leisure, George A. Fuller died. 

Fuller’s feelings towards Harry Black were

In 1915, the hectic social whirl finally began 
to tell on Allon and friends urged her .to rest, 
but there was no rest for the dynamic heiress.

As for Harry Black, he kept going up——higher 
and higher, He merged the George A. Fuller 
Company with other realty and construction 
firms to form a $66,000,000 company, controlling 
some of the largest and most luxurious hotels 
in New York City.

The latter discovered two 
shells had been fired from. the revolver found 
near Black’s outstretched hand, and’ yet they 
could find only one ,bullet—the one that proved 
fatal, because Black died at 8:15 o'clock that 
night without giving any reason“for his act. 
There was no autopsy; authorities closed the 
case as a suicide. 


AGAIN, there was talk that financial difficul- 
ties had prompted Harry Black’s self- 
destruction, . 

Again, the facts refuted*the whispers. The 
erstwhile surveyor and salesman of knickknacks 
left assets of $6,224,391, most of it to his widow 
and his son by adoption, George Allen Fuller. The 
latter was the last in the family chain which had 
started with A. Fuller as the first link. 

George Allon didn’t last after the 
connecting and strongest link—-Harry St. Francis 
Black—destroyed himself. He was found dead 
in bed in New York on Sept. 5, 1931. 

With his death, the house of the Skyscraper 
Men wae levelled: the gee -Black of sad- 
ness and tragedy ended, ving one portgnt 
question unanswered: 

What was oe real poner for Harry Black's 
self-destruction?

N PLEASANT days, Linda Belle Titus 
© Knox used to walx briskly from her home 
in Chicago to a near-by corner and board 
a street car. She would be dressed plainly—a 
fragile wisp of a woman—and she would be 
carrying a plain, somewhat worn handbag. In 
the handbag she would have $50,000. 

“I might want to buy something,” she would 
say with a faint smile. “I might pick up a 
diamond brooch or a piece of tapestry. There’s 
no telling what you'll find at these auction sales.” 

She did buy such things, too. In those, her 
middle, years she seemed possessed by a passion 
for collecting objects of worth, and she crowded 
them into the once fashionable house which she 
had known long before as a bride. 

They were varied. There were six grand 
pianos in six different rooms. There were 1,000 
carats of diamonds kept in the false bottom of a 
trunk in a closet. Laces and furs and em- 
broidery were everywhere, and here and there 
were jewelry and paintings and sculpture. 

Linda Belle, in a material way, had every- 
thing, and in the end there was only one thing 
she cared for. It was something that put her 
mind back, past wealth, to the time of her youth, 
and strangers found out about this not long ago 
when they entered the house after Linda Belle 
had gone.

HIS was a day to dread. The young woman 
T realized it the moment she awoke. The 

pain, beginning at one temple, was spread- 
ing, and she knew that soon the migraine head- 
ache would so prostrate her that she would 
have to lie back with eyes closed, unable even 
to tolerate daylight. 

It was always this way, with her, when mi- 
graine struck. The ordeal was incapacitating, 
as it is with a multitude who suffer from it, 
but this time this young woman had the benefit 
of a new advance in medical science. 

Her husband called a doctor. The doctor 
told her he was going to administer a new drug. 

He gave her an injection in a muscle, and 
in 20 minutes she felt much better. An hour 
later, he gave her another injection, and the 
migraine headache passed away. 

Her case was one of the early ones in the 
use of a drug called Octin (Ok-tin), which seems 
to hold much promise for sufferers from mi- 
graine, although not to all. 

Some patients who for years have suffered 
frequently recurring migraine headaches have 
found that the new drug has changed their 
whole outlook on life. In Boston, Dr. David 
Davis, and in Philadelphia, Dr. Perry S. Mac- 
Neal of the Benjamin Franklin Clinic, Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, carried out a series of trial 
treatments on patients with various kinds of 
headaches, sometimes with remarkable success. 

One woman used to suffer migraine attacks 
so often that she thought she was marked for 
misery the remainder of her days. Octin changed 
all that: She learned to administer the injec- 
tions herself, as diabetic patients learn to use 
insulin. 

For more than three and a hal! years she 
has done it. She has given herself 300 intra- 
muscular injections of from 50 to 150 milli- 
grams of the medicine, and every time she has 
promptly stopped a migraine attack. She has 
been enabled to live a happy, useful ‘life, and 
the continued use of the drug hasn’t shown any 
harmful effect. 

In about half of all migraine patients, the 
relief afforded by the drug seems to be definite 
and quick. | 

Recently, Octin has been tried out with good 
results at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
with Dr. Gustavus A. Peters and Dr. William 
W. Zeller treating patients for migraine and 
also other kinds of headache in which the blood 
vessels of the head are dilated. 

They found that 48 out of 59 attacks of 
headaches, migraine and other types, were 
largely relieved within a few minutes to two 
hours after the Octin solution was injected into 
a muscle. It is never injected into a vein. In 
the other 11 cases the patients did not seem to 
be relieved at all,

The new medicine can be given in the form 
of tablets, by mouth, also, and 15 out of 26 
patients treated this way were freed of pain. 
For oral use it is known as Octin Mucate. The 
quickest and strongest effect, however, is by 
injection. ad 

Octin, which is available only on a doctor’s 
prescription, is a synthetic preparation devel- 
oped by the Bilhuber-Knoll laboratory particu- 
larly for use in conditions when two results are 
desired: First, the relaxation of the “smooth” 
muscles, as in the intestines, and second, a 
narrowing of the blood vessels. 

This seems to make it logically effective in 
migraine and certain other headaches. In these 
conditions, the blood vessels of the head become 
dilated, gorged and swollen... So the head aches. 

Octin reduces the swelling of the blood ves- 
sels, and it relaxes the “smooth” muscles. The 
result is both relief for the head pain and 
relief for its accompanying nausea. 

The medicine’s one drawback appears to be 
its tendency to raise blood pressure. If you 
have high blood pressure or a heart ailment, 
your doctor would have to be specially careful 
in giving it to you. 

The most useful remedies for migraine and 
related head pains still remain the ergot medi- 
cines. These include Gynergen, D.H.E. 45, 
Cafergone and others. 

To use them continuously, however, is to 
risk harmful effects. Octin, while it also has 
some ‘“‘toxic’”’ or harmful effects, can be given

There are many causes for headache, 11 of 
the most common of them being. gi by Dr. 
MacNeal as: Migraine, histamine headache, acute 
infection, bursting of blood vessels in the brain, 
thrombosis in the sinus vein of the head, neu- 
ralgia, high blood pressure, sunstroke, head in- 
jury, spinal puncture and menopausal disorders. 

In migraine and histamine types of head- 
ache —- according to Dr. Bayard T. Horton, of 
the Mayo Clinic, migraine, too, involves a hista- 
mine disorder——the blood vessels of the head are 
dilated.

: HEN Lewis Carroll wrote “Through the Look- 
WY ix Glass,’’ the same Alice who had been in 
Wonderland had an adventure with a pair of 
queens (the Red one and the White one) and everybody 
thought it amusing because it just .couldn’t happen. 

Today England isn’t quite so sure that a dual queen- 
ship is merely jabberwocky. Nobody really believes it 
will occur. Nevertheless the British Law Journal pointed 
out recently that Princess Margaret’s right of succession 
to the crown may be just as valid as Elizabeth's. 

To the average Englishman, who had just taken it 
for granted that the elder daughter would inherit the 
throne, the idea was preposterous. Two Queens at once? 

He chuckled at the comic opera‘conception of two 
thrones and two crowns exactly alike, two palaces, two 
sets of retinue, a couple of rival consorts, two of every- 
thing except one uncomfortable prime minister whose 
equal deference to each co-queen would have to be deter- 
mined with mathematical accuracy. 

Strange as the situation might seem, the Law Jour- 
nal was strictly serious when it said: 

“It seems to be commonly considered that on the 
death of His Majesty the King without a male issue, 
the crown would unquestionably descend to the Princess 
Elizabeth. However, a survey of English constitutional 
history reveals that there is no precedent to cover such 
a situation and that what commentary exists is of 
doubtful value.” 

There have been three somewhat similar problems, 
none of which, however, provides a pattern for the cur- 
rent situation. Of the two daughters of Henry VIII, 
Mary, the elder, succeeded to the throne before Eliza- 
beth, but that was in accordance with a specific ruling 
by Henry before his death. 

James VI of Scotland succeeded Elizabeth as James 
I of England. He was the great-grandson of Henry 
VIII's elder sister, Margaret, but he was considered by 
some an imposter at the time because Henry had law- 
fully devised the crown, on failure of issue of his chil- 
dren, to the heirs of his younger sister: 

The grandson of James I, James II, who ascended 
the throne in 1685, had two children, Mary and Anne, 
by his first wifé. He was succeeded by the elder daugh- 
ter, who reigned as Mary II, under unusual circumstances. 

Mary had married William, Prince of Orange. When 
her father had a male heir by his second wife, many 
English noblemen who were opposed to James feared 
he would try to maintain his party in power by seating 
his son on the throne. They appealed to William, who 
landed with an army in 1688. James fled the country; 
Parliament proclaimed Mary queen and William king. 

In the rule of William and Mary, England had joint 
monarchs, just as it would if Elizabeth and Margaret 
were permitted to rule together. 

Mary II died in 1694. William III continued to 
reign, alone, but he was ill and childless. His sister- 
in-law, Anne, who was heiress presumptive and who 
later became queen, was without heirs, her last child 
having died in 1700. 

Consequently, in 1701, Parliament established the 
succession with the celebrated Act of Settlement. 
This decreed that, after Anne, the nearest eligible 
heir was Sophia, Electress of Hanover, a granddaugh- 

ter of James I, The act limited the hereditary right 
to Sophia and “the heirs of her body.’ Sophia died. 
two months before Queen Anne and thus was never 
queen, but her son became George I and established 
the Hanoverian line. The phrase “heirs of her body”’ 
used in the Act is the same used in creating an 
entail, or restriction of the inheritance of lands to 
a particular class of heirs, such as elder sons. 
Under English procedure, an entail customarily 
includes “co-parcenary among females.” This 
means when there is no son the inheritance is shared 

by the daughters, should there be more than one. 

Thus, according to the reasoning in the Law 

Journal, Elizabeth and Margaret would jointly 

inherit the throne of England. 

“It is very unsatisfactory that in such a mat- 

ter as this any possible doubt should be permitted 

to exist,”’ the Law Journal says, “and it is difficult 

to understand why the matter was not settled by 

statute in 1937 when the question was raised in 

the House of Commons.” 

It was shrugged off then as being unim- 
portant, just as it is now by the vast majority 

of Englishmen.-who have accepted quiet, dignified 

Elizabeth as their next queen; her chubby son, 

Bonnie Prince Charlie, as their eventual king. 

However, if Margaret married into the roy- 

alty of some other country, and Parliament still 

refused to act, it is possible that her quasi-legal 

right to a share of the British throne might some day 
prove embarrassing, but who worries about that now? 

Certainly not Margaret, who seems perfectly satisfied 

to let her sister step ahead. 

That was demonstrated once on a shopping trip when

ERHAPS it all began when the tousled four- 
year-old left his toys on the lawn and fell 
into step beside the white-haired stranger, 

who was strolling a shaded walk in Aurora, II.

OLIE GABOR lost everything—fortune, busi- 
ness, homes and jewels—everything but the 
mink coat she wore—when the Russians took 

Budapest in February, 1945. 

She fled to New York City—and there even 
the mink coat was stolen in a motion picture 
theatre three days after she landed. Then, at 
last, Jolie Gabor had nothing left. 

But if Jolie were penniless, her daughters 
were not —those, lovely, unpredictable Gabor 
girls: Magda, Sari and Eva. They had married 
well—-and Sari and Eva in particular had money. 
They offered to share it with Jolie: | 

“Mama, you must let us support you.” 

Jolie shook her head, 

“No,” she said. “Then I should be poor, in- 
deed. Then I should lose my last and greatest 
treasure——self-sufficiency. With that, Il-can win 
everything else. Without it, it would be better 
for me to die.” 

The girls nodded. 

“Yes, mama,” they said. “That is the most 
important thing in life.” 

There, in those words, lies the key to the 
fabulous Gabor story——the story of three lovely 
girls who flashed spectacularly through Ameri- 
can life-—-through successive marriages—-seareh- 
ing restlessly for something neither marriage 
nor wealth alone could give. . 

Their beauty —and their restless, questing 
lives—-were known to millions. But the secret 
of their lives——-the thing that made them what 
they were—-was not. 

To know that, you had to know Jolie——the 
strong, firm, yet completely feminine matriarch 
about whom the life of the family centered; an 
unusual woman, whom ordinary ideas, ordinary 
standards cannot explain.

It starts in Budapest, in the spring of 1917, 
when World War I still raged—-when Jolie her- 
self was 17, and a dashing officer placed his life 
and fortune at her feet. 

Jolie-——Jolie de Kende was her name then— 
tried to say “no.” She didn’t want to marry 
anyone. She wanted ta be a great actress-—to 
have all the world at her feet. Even then, Jolie 
yearned to be self-sufficient. 

But Budapest was a romantic city in those 
springs. The scent of flowers drifted in from 
the garden——the officer was handsome—and she 
found her heart melting as he pleaded: 

“Marry me, Jolie.”’ 

She said she couldn't. ‘She told him her 
dream of a career. But Major William Gabor 
was insistent. 

“You cannot know that you really want to be 


an actress, Jolie,” he said. ““‘You are young. One 
has to work very hard to be a great actress. I 
can make you happy, Jolie. Let me try. Marry 
me—be my wife for six months. Then, if you 
still wish to be an actress, I will let you go.” 

He was 20 years older than Jolie—but that 
did not seem important. Jolie yielded. 

“Yes, William,” she said. “I will let you try. 
But I hold you to your promise. If I want a 
career in six months, I will leave you.”’ 

“So we tried,” Jolie said, recently, in telling 


the story of that:marriage. ‘‘We were married, - 


and our life was gay and good. You do not know 
Budapest? It is a wonderful city—-so lovely, so 
romantic and gay—or it was until the Iron Cur- 
tain shut it in. 

“My husband was wealthy, and so was my 
family. My grandfather owned a jewelry fac- 
tory, and a chain of stores. And it did not take 
much to live in Budapest.”

“Jolie,” he said, “You cannot go now. Please 
give me a son.”

As she told the story, Jolie turned to a picture 
—a picture of her mother, Francesca de K 
She said: “You ask about the Gabors. There 
where the story really starts. She was a 
woman, a lovely woman. She had inherited my 
grandfather’s business. I went to work for het. 
Mother said: 

“Jolie, life without work is nothing. You 
must earn your holidays if you are to app 
them. Work hard, Jolie.’ 

“She had taught me to rely on myself-—and 
she had taught the same lesson to my daughters: 
When I told her I had decided to leave my hus 
band, she said: | 

““Do so if you must, Jolie. But take nothing 
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from him, There must be no claims, no unpleas-

antness, no scandal. 
personal possessions. 

That is what Jolie did—left with nothing but 
her clothes and jewels, and went to work with 
her mother. 

“T learned the business,” she said. “I worked 
hard—and I found what I wanted: self-sufficiency. 
I found the rewards of hard work, and they were 
good. My husband and I remained the best. of 
friends—I lunched with him every day. When 
he saw I was serious about my work, he agreed 
to a divorce.” 


TY  anerpeb st iprmns even though the “phony war” 
of 1939 developed into the shooting of World 
War II, Jolie heard news of her daughters—and 
could see in them her own fierce urge for self- 
sufficiency. 

Eva, in Hollywood, had entered the movies, 
and was on her way to stardom, 

“She did it the only way it could be done,” 
Jolie said. “She worked hard. 

“In Ankara, Turkey, where she was with her 
husband, Zsa Zsa heard of Eva’s success. She 
wanted to be an actress, too. -She cried and 
cried, until her husband said: 

“‘All right, Zsa Zsa. You can go. But re- 
member, it takes more than beauty to be an 
actress.’ 

“So Zsa Zsa went to Hollywood. Magda was 
with me in Budapest. Her husband had been 
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forced to leave her there when he joined the 
British army.’ 

But. events were swiftly approaching that 
were to test Jolie’s courage and her new-found 
independence. By the end of 1944, Nazi armies 
were collapsing on the west and east. January 
of 1945 saw the Red armies converging on Buda- 
pest, and Jolie knew that she must escape from 
the city. The Portuguese minister offered to 
take Jolie and Magda with him, as his cook and 
secretary. But Jolie would not go without her 
former husband. ° 

“IT could not leave him to the Russians,” she 
said. “It was difficult to arrange for him to 
come with us, but the Portuguese minister did 
it. There were so many in his car I could take 
no luggage, no jewels—nothing but the clothes 
I wore and my mink coat.” 

America was the goal of Jolie, Magda and 
Major Gabor. To Jolie, it was the symbol of the 
independence she sought. It was the home of 
two of her daughters. Eva and Zsa Zsa, Jolie 
knew, had divorced their first husbands, and had 
married millionaires—-Eva had married Charles 
Isaacs, and Zsa Zsa had wed Conrad Hilton, the 
hotel man. 

They reached New York early in 1946. Three 
days later Jolie lost her coat in the theatre. 
Zsa Zsa, who was with her, was amazed at her 
calm. But Jolie said: 

“Zsa Zsa, I have lost everything else. Why 
should I cry: over a coat? 


Now that I have 
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nothing at all, I can start over again. This 
America is a country where one can do that, You 
will see——I will have things again.”’ 

There followed the girls’ oler to support 
Jolie—-and her refusal. Jolie said: 

“Instead, give me now the money you would 
give me in the first year, Let me use it to open 
a business.” 

The girls gave her $7,000—and Jolie opened 
a jewelry store on Madison Ave., in New York’s 
fashionable 60s. . 

“It was a very small store,” she said. “The 
first year was tough. I worked until 10 or 12 
o'clock every night. I swept and cleaned the 
store--I did everything that had to be done. But 
it was good. I was not afraid to work. . 

“IT learned what a privilege it is to be in 
America. You have to know the things I have 
been through to understand that. I would fight 
for America.” ‘ 


GOON people came to know her—and like her, 
Business flourished, and late in 1948, she 
opened a new and bigger store. Magda, married. 
to Sidney R. Warren, a New York attorney, came 
to work with her as a jewelry designer. 

Twice—-once in Budapest, and again in Amer- 
ica— Jolie had found the self-sufficiency she 
needed. Nothing, it seemed, could shake her 
confidence in herself —not even when, in late 
1949, Mrs. Dorothy Kelen D’Oxylian sued her 
husband, Stephen Kelen, Baron D’Oxylian, for 
divorce, and named Jolie as the “ether woman.” 

“Of course it is not true,” Jolie said. “He 
worked for me. Sometimes, in the course of 
business, we dined together. That is all.” — 

Jolie, meanwhile, had married William Christ- 
man, New York restaurant man. 

The Gabor story was not finished, Eva was 
opening in a Broadway musical; Zsa Zsa was 
newly married to George Sanders, the actor ; Jolie 
and Magda were busy in the shop; and her former 
husband was in Europe, trying to save something 
from the wreck of her fortune, 
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HOUSANDS of London 

secretaries, who thought 
they saw a chance to ex- 
change their humdrum, 
fogbound existence for life 
on a tropical paradise are 
jealous these days — jeal- 
ous of a girl they don't 
even know. 

Like the rest of them, 
she answered the following

handed it to Chuck, $500 to fix the race and 
$500 to bet for him. 

Again nothing came of it and Pete and 
Chuck met at the Hartford airport. This time 
Pete threw away $200 on another sure thing. 

In all, he reported later, he paid Chuck from 
$1,200 to $1,500 to fix a certain jockey without 
winning as much as a dime. 

Towards fall, Chuck told him he was going 
south to see a man about some horses and that 
hé had a jockey friend who was going to win a 
big bet. This little tip cost the gullible Pete $400. 

Meanwhile, Pete had another caller. He was 
a man named King, who said he owned and 
trained horses. 

According to Jerome V. O'Grady, formerly 
administrative assistant to F.B.L.’s Chief J. 
Edgar Hoover and now head of the Pinkerton 
racing service, touts often work in teams. When 
one has taken a sucker for all he’s worth, an- 
other takes up where he left off. . 

King told Pete he knew about his losses and 
said he had an inside line on a fix. He said it 
would cost $500 and Pete gave it to him. The 
horse came in fourth. 

But Pete’s faith was apparently boundless. 
Before King was through with him, he lost 
$3,000 following his advice. Then came a phone 
call from a man posing as a jockey. He said he 
knew about Pete’s experience with Chuck and 

romised to taKe him, as he put it, out of the 
arrel. But his tips cost the restaurant man 
another $1,300 or $1,400.

A THIEF was picked up 
in Pompeii, Italy, the 
other day with enough evi- 
dence on him to convict 
him anywhere. He had a 
fistful of stolen money 
in one hand, and coins he 
had been trying to stuff 
into his clothing were scat- 
tered all around him.

T eight o’clock on the evening of Thurs- 
day, Jan. 31, 1935, Detective Sergeant 
Jacobus Coetzee, of the South African 
C. L D., excused himself from the company 
of his hosts. the Brummers, and his fiancee, 
Helen Cilliers. “Sorry,” said Coetzee, “but I’ve 
got some official business to attend to. Ill 
come back as soon as I can.” 

After the handsome, 28-year-old officer left 
the house, which was situated in residential Pre- 
toria, Mr. Brummer complained good-naturedly 
at this interruption of the evening’s bridge 
game. Helen Cillier’s rejoinder was that such 
was the life of a police officer—-and of those 
close to him, The girl spoke from experience, 
for not only was she about to marry Coetzee, 
but she was also the daughter of his superior, 
Colonel Cilliers, head of the Transvaal Division 
of the C. I, D. 

Helen’s observation was given point when 
at 10:30, Coetzee returned, somewhat disheveled. 
After washing up, he related how, following 
surveillance duty at the Pretoria railroad sta- 
tion until nearly 10, he had given chase, with- 
out success, to a suspicious person whom he'd 
observed trying to break into the C. I. D. offices, 
only 300 yards from the station.

responded to a phone call concerning the finding 
of a girl’s body alongside a railroad track, 19 
miles north of Pretoria. By nine o’clock, with a

1 Kage object of the alarm was a comely young 

woman, perhaps in her early 20s, with the 
Dutch blondness common to many South Afri- 
can settlers. She was fully dressed and ap- 
peared to have suffered severe injuries about 
the face and head. “Probably hit by a train,” 
Coetzee remarked to his colleague and to the 
group of track workers who had made the dis- 
covery and were still standing about. 

But soon, other C. I. D. men were to take 
issue with Coetzee’s observation. Inspectors 
Jordaan and Kruger, who arrived a half hour 
later, leaned more toward a theory of murder.

BEFORE the investigators closed the case for 
the night, they had initiated and completed a 
check on the four remaining Dodge sedans. The 
owners of all had airtight explanations as to 
the whereabouts of both themselves and their 
vehicles for the previous evening. 

At mid-morning the next day, Saturday, 
Feb. 2, however, the case took a step forward. 
A phone call came in from a man who said he 
was M. J. Van Den Bergh, a tobacco farmer in 
the Rustenburg district, which lay 125 miles to 
the northwest of Pretoria. The farmer declared 
he had just seen an account of the murder in 
the papers of the evening before, and feared he 
had information as to the identity of the victim. 

The girl described in the news account, he 
explained, was very like a “former member of 
my household” whom he had put on the train 
for Pretoria, from the Rustenburg station of 
Northam, at 8:30 Wednesday night. He went 
on to relate that the girl, 23 years of age, whose 
name was Gertrina Opperman, had been em- 
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ployed by him for a year and a half as house- 
Keeper and companion to his invalid wife. 

But she. had left his home under unhappy 
circumstances—namely, to bear a presumably 
illegitimate child at the home of her mother, 
Mrs. S. S. M. Swart, who lived at Nylstroom. 

Kruger, who took the call, said to Van Den 
Bergh: “What you've told us, sir, sounds very 
much like the answer to our identification prob- 
lem. We'll ask Mrs. Swart to hurry to Pretoria 
immediately. But we'd also appreciate it, if you 
hear nothing further from us, for you to come 
down here yourself.” 

Van Den Bergh expressed his willingness 
to comply with the inspector’s request, but ex- 
plained that because of his invalid wife and the 
demands of his farm, he would be unable to take 
an earlier train than one which would put him 
in Pretoria the next morning. 


[NSPECTOR KRUGER moved quickly, but not 
before he had opportunity to bring his chief up 
to date on the case. Colonel Cilliers had left for 
Capetown on Wednesday and only that morning 
had returned to his Pretoria headquarters. Not 
only did he endorse Kruger’s plan to summon 
the murdered girl’s supposed mother to Pre- 
toria, but suggested that Sergeant Coetzee be 
assigned to fetch her in a fast police car. “A 
good man for a delicate job,” he commented. 

By Saturday night, Coetzee, after an ardu- 
ous 300-odd mile round trip, over rough roads, 
had delivered Mrs. Swart to C. I. D. head- 
quarters and earned for himself release from 
duty until Monday. His wearied passenger, 
however, had no such pleasant prospect before 
her, for, after viewing the dead girl's body, she 
sorrowfully, but unhesitatingly, tdentified the 
victim as her daughter by a former husband— 
Gertrina Opperman. 

Sympathetically, Colonel Cilliers and his in- 
spectors drew from the bereaved woman a story 
which they had to recognize as being remark- 
ably meager in respect to the problem confront- 
ing them. Mrs. Swart could say only that Gert- 
rina, unmarried so far as she knew, had written 
to announce her unexpected homecoming, but 
had disclosed nothing concerning its reason, nor 
the man who had made it necessary. 

With the issue of identity behind them, Cil- 
liers, Jordaan and Kruger agreed that, in the 
light of Mrs. Swart’s testimony, the motive for 
her daughter’s murder probably lay in an age- 
old problem, the key to which might be found

in Rustenburg, where the girl had spent the last 
18 months, They agreed, too, it would be in- 
advisable to await the probing of this aspect of 
her life until Van Den Bergh reached Pretoria 
the following morning. 

A phone call caught the tobacco farmer 
minutes before his departure for the train. 
When informed that his forebodings that Gert- 
rina was the murdered girl had been realized, 
and pressed for any knowledge he might have of 
a man in her life, he told a significant story. 
Early the previous July, he said, Gertrina met, 
at a public dance in Rustenburg, a young man 
with whom she’d been quite taken. , 

One evening two weeks later, the man—a 
stranger to the area—had called on her at the 
Van Den Bergh home. On that occasion, the 
farmer went on, he’d sat with the two until nine 
o’clock, and then retired. Awakening a few 
hours later and wanting a drink of water, he’d 
gone downstairs and found the two in the living 
room. Van Den Bergh ordéred the man—-whom 
he knew only as “Jake’’—-to leave his home, and 
he’d seen nothing further of him. Some time 
thereafter, Gertrina disclosed to him her condi- 
tion and then left Rustenburg. 

“This Jake,” the farmer concluded, “was a 
handsome, well-built chap around 30, and I 
got the idea he was only temporarily in the dis- 
trict,on some sort of government business. But 
he’ was pretty close-mouthed—not one to say 
much about himself.” 

The phone conversation with Van Den Bergh 
was followed the next morning, Sunday, Feb. 3, 
by his appearance at Pretoria headquarters, 
where he was greeted by Cilliers, Jordaan and 
Kruger. The first action of the farmer, a 
bearded, weathered man, was to extract from 
his pocket a letter, which he handed to the 
colonel with the comment: “Up our way, we 


don’t go after the mail every day. I stopped 
at the post office last night on my way to the 
train and this was in the box.” 

The letter, Cilliers saw, was addressed to 
Gertrina, and in a hand strikingly familiar. He 
ripped open the envelope, sfanned the message 
within, and went white. Silently, he handed it 
to Kruger and Jordaan, who perused it together. 
It read as follows: 


Pretoria 
January 29, 1935. 
Miss Opperman, 


__ I have received your two letters. I was 
away from the 2nd until yesterday. As I've 
written you before, I will meet you at the Pre- 
toria station at 8:30 Thursday night. Every- 
thing is still arranged. I will assist you 
financially. 


J. H, Coetzee

Judge’s wife, Alda, a 
barmaid whom he married 
in 1943 when both were 
33, denied the charge and 
herself sought a decree on 
the grounds of cruelty, but 
after studying the case, 
the commissioner rejected 
her petition and awarded 
the divorce to her husband. 

“When Mr. Judge says 
his life was made intolera- 
ble by these various cats, 
I believe him,” said the 
commissioner. “It must 
have been an exceedingly 
unpleasant existence.”

HE success of any room 

arrangement depends 
upon two factors—conven- 
ience and appearance. Some- 
times one of these factors 
must be subordinated to 
the other, but the ideal 
grouping is the one which 
makes the most of both of 
them. ' 


Center of Interest 
S A RULE, there is one 
point of interest in 
every room such as a pic- 
ture window, a fireplace, 
or a large painting. Select 
the focal point in the room 
you are decorating and ar- 
range your main pieces of 
furniture around it, 
Frame a large window 
by placing two good sized 
chairs on either side of it. 
If you have a fireplace, 
put your sofa in front of it, 
with two chairs on either 
side. Or, in a small room, 
place a love seat on either 
side of the fireplace, at 
right angles to the wall. 
Conversation Groupings 
HAIRS and couches 
should be arranged so 
that it is easy for people 
to converse without shift- 
ing their chairs. That is 
why two chairs and a couch 
are so gften placed in a 
semi-circular pattern, or 
several chairs are_ placed 
facing one another. These 
arrangements are called 
conversation groupings. 
If your room is quite 
large and you have a lot 
of furniture, several of 
these groupings may be 
employed. 
Balance | 
OOD balance is one of 
the things that makes 


a room attractive. If most 
of the furniture, or several 
heavy pieces are placed at 
one end of the room, it 
looks lopsided. If most of 
the furniture is placed in 
the center of the room, it 
looks bare. When you place 
a couch on one side of the 
room, balance the _ other 
side with two good-sized 
chairs. 

Avoid lining up your fur- 
niture along the walls, leav- 
ing a large empty space in 
the center of the room. 

Don’t be afraid to try 
unusual arrangements, as 
long as the room is still 
pleasing to the eye. Try 
placing your desk out into 
the room, with one end 
against the wall. 

A clever arrangement of 
furniture can make a square 
room appear longer and an 
over-long room appear 
shorter. In a square room, 
arrange your conversation 
grouping slightly off cen- 
ter. For instance, you 
might place a couch at the 
end of one wall instead of 
in the center of it. 

Break up a long room by 
placing a couch out into 
the room on the long side. 

Large Rooms 
LONG living room 
should be broken up 

into a number of interest 
centers-—perhaps two con- 
versation groupings, one 
reading -eorner with com- 
fortable chair, lamp, and 
bookcase near by. Also a 
writing area near a win- 
dow, if possible, containing 
a desk, .chair, wastebasket, 
and good light for evening 
work,
